Sir: 

In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  trustees  of 
the  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1948. 

This  is  the  eighty-fifth  annual  report  of  the  Hos- 
pital Department,  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital, 
the  South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the 
Sanatorium  Division,  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 
The  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station  has  been  in  the 
custody  of  the  Public  Works  Department  since  May, 
1938.  The  West  Department  was  transferred  to  the 
Public  Works  Department  February,  1939. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  May  7,  1948, 
by  election  of  Dr.  Martin  J.  English  as  President,  and 
Dr.  Thomas  J.  Giblin  as  Secretary.

Expenditures. 

The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  excepting  the  Sanatorium  Division,  during  the 
fiscal  year  were  $7,502,148.14.  Of  the  total  operating 
expenses,  $6,415,856.32  was  expended  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  its  subdivisions;  $452,013.98  on  account  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department;  $561,808.43  on  account 
of  the  South  Department,  and  $72,469.41  on  account  of 
the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 

Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Pathological  Laboratory, 
$143,952.40,  $132,436.21  is  included  in  the  hospital 
proper  expenditures,  $10,076.67  in  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment, and  $1,439.52  in  the  South  Department  ex- 
penditures. The  entire  amount  spent  on  the  Thorndike 
Memorial  Laboratory,  $118,9,43.81,  is  included  in  the 
hospital  proper  expenditures.  Of  the  $251,002.92  total 
amount  spent  on  the  X-Ray  and  Photographic  Depart- 
ment, $138,051.61  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and 
$112,951.31  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
total  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Physical 
Therapeutics,  $26,272.20,  $7,093.49  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper,  $18,915.99  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, and  $262.72  to  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Immunology, 
$5,434.19,  $108.68  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper, 
and  $5,325.51  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Clinical  Laboratory,  $95,947.22, 
$84,433.55  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and 
$11,513.67  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Surgical  Research, 
$15,787.28,  $7,893.64  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper 
and  $7,893.64  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Oral  Surgery, 
$12,963.73,  $1,814.92  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper 
and  $11,148.81  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  The 
entire  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Inhalational 
Therapy,  $523.40,  is  included  in  the  hospital  proper 
expenditures.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department 
of  Social  Work,  $101,223.52,  $61,746.35  is  charged  to 
the  hospital  proper,  $38,464.94  to  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment, and  $1,012.23  to  the  South  Department.  Of 
the   amount   spent   in   ascertaining   the   settlement   of 
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patients,  $6,696.88,  $6,362.04  was  spent  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  $334.84  on  the  South  Department. 

In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  of  the  hospital  proper 
and  the  South  Department  are  combined  under  the 
title  "Main  Hospital."

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  collected  for 
the  care  and  treatment  of  patients  of  all  classes,  except-

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Contracts. 

On  the  contract  of  James  H.  Ritchie  &  Associates 
for  architectural  services  in  connection  with  Dowling 
Operating  Suite  dated  April  13,  1946,  the  sum  of  $11,625 
has  been  paid  on  account.  This  work  has  not  been 
completed. 

A  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $664.81  was  made  to 
N.  L.  C.  Engineering  and  Equipment  Company  on 
account  of  their  contract  dated  August  20,  1946,  for 
reconditioning  No.  2  Ames  Una-flow  engine  in  Power 
Plant;  this  contract  having  been  completed  and  ac- 
cepted in  1947. 

A  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $342  was  made  to 
J.  W.  Praught  Company  on  account  of  their  contract 
dated  May  7,  1947,  for  furnishing  and  installing  new 
feed  pump  in  boiler  room;  this  contract  having  been 
completed  and  accepted  in  1947. 

A  final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $400  was  made  to 
Viking  Sprinkler  Company,  Inc.,  on  account  of  their 
contract  dated  August  11,  1947,  for  flushing  out  sprinkler 
system;  this  '  contract  having  been  completed  and 
accepted  in  1947. 

The  contract  of  J.  A.  Singarella  Company  for  addi- 
tional X-ray  facilities,  Thorndike  Building,  dated  Janu- 
ary 29,  1947,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed.  The  sum 
of  $158,199.50  has  been  paid  on  account  to  the  con- 
tractor from  the  Special  Appropriation  for  Hospital 
Department,  Construction  of  Buildings,  Acquisition  of 
Land,  etc. 

James  H.  Ritchie  &  Associates  have  been  paid 
$11,299.40  on  account  for  architectural  and  engineering 
services  rendered  in  connection  with  the  above  contract. 

The  contract  of  Peabody  Construction  Company  for 
alterations  to  South  Department  kitchen  in  the  sum  of 
$89,014.74  dated  August  13,  1947,  has  been  completed 
and  accepted  and  final  payment  made. 

For  architectural  and  engineering  services  rendered 
in  connection  with  the  above  contract,  final  payment  in 
the  sum  of  $1,180.04  was  made  to  Gray  &  McDonald. 

The  contract  of  John  T.  Bradley  for  painting  six 
buildings  in  the  sum  of  $82,979,  awarded  October  22, 
1947,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed.  The  sum  of 
$72,636.08  has  been  paid  on  account  to  contractor. 
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The  contract  of  M.  Solimando  for  installation  of  tile 
in  the  sum  of  $31,940,  dated  November  14,  1947,  was 
completed  and  accepted  and  final  payment  made  to 
the  contractor. 

On  the  above  contracts  of  John  T.  Bradley  and 
M.  Solimando,  John  M.  Gray  has  been  paid  on  account 
the  sum  of  $7,213.66  for  architectural  services  rendered. 

The  contract  of  Rossano  Construction  Company, 
Inc.,  for  installation  of  sterlizing  equipment,  in  the 
sum  of  $46,636,  awarded  December  11,  1947,  was  com- 
pleted and  accepted  and  final  payment  made  to  the 
contractor. 

Final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $4,663.60  was  made  to 
John  M.  Gray  for  architectural  services  rendered  in 
connection  with  the  above  contract. 

On  November  26,  1947,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$1,972.11  was  awarded  to  Stearns,  Perry  &  Smith 
Company,  for  reconditioning  sprinkler  supervisory  sys- 
tem. This  work  was  completed  and  accepted  and  final 
payment  made  in  1948. 

On  January  13,  1948,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $3,188.13 
was  awarded  to  Viking  Sprinkler  Company,  Inc.,  for 
repair  of  sprinkler  system,  rear  of  South  Department. 
This  work  has  been  completed  and  accepted  and  final 
payment  made. 

On  April  5,  1948,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $1,275 
was  awarded  to  Smith  &  Burns  for  repair  of  C02  com- 
pressor in  ice  plant.  This  work  has  been  completed 
and  accepted  and  final  payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

On  June  14,  1948,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $2,900 
was  awarded  to  Consolidated  Elevator  Company,  Inc., 
for  overhauling  the  freight  elevator,  Medical  Building. 
This  work  has  been  completed  and  accepted  and  final 
payment  made  to  the  contractor. 

On  June  21,  1948,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $24,164 
was  awarded  to  Boston  Screen  and  Sash  Company 
for  repairing  and  replacing  metal  windows  and  balcony 
screens.  This  work  has  been  completed  and  accepted 
and  final  payment  made. 

On  June  22,  1948,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $14,038 
was  awarded  to  Patrick  J.  Sullivan  for  painting  and 
renovations  to  Vose  House  "B".  This  work  has  not 
been  completed.  The  sum  of  $3,682.80  has  been  paid 
on  account  to  the  contractor. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection  with 
the  above  contract,  John  M.  Gray  has  been  paid  $835.26

to  date.     Mr.  Gray  has  also  been  paid  $12.98  for  blue- 
printing in  connection  with  the  same  contract. 

On  June  25,  1948,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $15,885 
was  awarded  to  the  Peabody  Construction  Company  for 
alterations  and  equipment,  ice  cream  room.  This  work 
is  to  be  completed  about  January  25,  1949.  To  date  no 
payments  have  been  made  to  the  contractor. 

For  engineering  services  rendered  in  connection  with 
the  above  contract,  Jtfhn  J.  McDonald  is  to  be  paid 
$1,588.50. 

On  August  11,  1948,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $20,985 
was  awarded  to  Carrier-Mandell,  Inc.,  for  air  condition- 
ing of  employees'  and  nurses'  cafeteria  and  dispensary 
area.  This  work  has  been  completed  and  accepted  and 
$18,886.50  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

In  connection  with  the  above  contract,  John  M. 
Gray  has  been  paid  $1,720.77  for  architectural  services 
rendered  and  $9.24  for  blueprinting. 

On  September  21,  1948,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$9,800  was  awarded  to  the  Bay  State  Appliance  Com- 
pany for  repairing  and  re  finishing  beds.  This  work  has 
been  completed  and  accepted  and  $8,820  paid  on  account 
to  the  contractor. 

On  September  29,  1948,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$45,192  was  awarded  to  John  T.  Bradley  for  painting 
and  renovations  to  various  buildings  (Division  1).  This 
work  has  not  been  completed.  The  sum  of  $8,787.37 
has  been  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection  with 
the  above  contract,  John  M.  Gray  has  been  paid  the 
sum  of  $2,688.92  on  account. 

On  September  29,  1948,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$15,623  was  awarded  to  John  T.  Bradley  for  painting 
and  renovations  to  various  buildings  (Division  2).  This 
work  has  not  been  completed.  The  sum  of  $1,260.63 
has  been  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection  with 
the  above  contract,  John  M.  Gray  has  been  paid  the 
sum  of  $929.57  on  account. 

On  September  29,  1948,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$44,275  was  awarded  to  Joseph  G.  Gazzola  for  paint- 
ing and  renovations  to  the  South  Department  (Divi- 
sion 3).  This  work  has  not  been  completed.  The 
sum  of  $24,370.20  has  been  paid  on  account  to  the 
contractor. 
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For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection  with 
the  above  contract,  John  M.  Gray  has  been  paid  the 
sum  of  $3,237.97  on  account;  and  for  blueprinting  in 
connection  with  the  same  contract,  Mr.  Gray  has  also 
been  paid  $89.08. 

On  October  8,  1948,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $5,200 
was  awarded  to  F.  C.  Dolan  <fe  Sons  for  renewing  brick 
and  masonry  work  in  Xo.  4  and  No.  5  boilers.  This 
work  has  been  completed  and  accepted  and  final  pay- 
ment made. 

On  November  23,  1948,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$17,921.40  was  awarded  to  S.  J.  Tomasello  Corporation 
for  paving,  grading,  etc.  This  work  has  been  completed 
and  accepted  and  $16,129.26  paid  on  account  to  the 
contractor. 

For  engineering  services  rendered  in  connection  with 
the  above  contract,  Stewart  Associates,  Inc.,  were  paid 
$1,845.22. 

On  November  26,  1948,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$4,169.29  was  awarded  to  Henrici  Laundry  Machinery 
Company  for  repair  of  Henrici  wash  wheels,  main 
laundry.  This  work  has  been  completed  and  accepted 
and  $3,752.36  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

A  contract  in  the  sum  of  $11,688  per  year  was  awarded 
to  Consolidated  Elevator  Company,  Inc.,  for  servicing 
elevators  in  the  main  hospital  for  the  year  1948.  Pay- 
ments have  been  made  to  the  contractor  monthly. 

Federal  Grant,  New  Nurses'  Home. 

For  architectural  and  engineering  services  rendered 
in  connection  with  the  new  Nurses'  Home,  James  H. 
Ritchie  &  Associates  were  paid  the  sum  of  $7,000  which 
represented  final  payment  on  account  of  plans  and 
specifications. 

Federal  Grant,  New  Utility  Building. 

For  architectural  and  engineering  services  rendered 
in  connection  with  the  new  Utility  Building,  James  H. 
Ritchie  &  Associates  were  paid  the  sum  of  $24,000  on 
account. 

A.  Shuman  Memorial  Fund  for  Care  of  Men 
Patients  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 

To  the  $100,000  bequeathed  by  the  late  Abraham 
Shuman,  $56,953.22  has  been  added  to  January  1,  1949, 
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making  the  total  amount  available  on  that  date 
$156,953.22.  During  the  year  1948  there  was  expended 
from  this  fund  the  sum  of  $2,606.24  for  care  of  con- 
valescent male  patients  at  various  nursing  homes. 

Charles  H.  Tyler  Fund. 

The  $1,000,000  bequest  of  the  late  Charles  H.  Tyler 
is  being  received  in  bonds  and  cash.  Up  to  January  1, 
1949,  $1,404,524.01  has  been  delivered  to  the  City 
Treasurer.  This  fund  will  be  used  for  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  a  surgical  research  building  to  be  named 
in  honor  of  the  late  Dr.  George  C.  Sears.
